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A  theme  is  an  important  part  of  a  yearbook,  for  it  ties  the  year’s  events 
together  and  gives  them  unity.

All  the  events  of  a  typical 
school  year  supply  more  than  enough  rising  action  -  and  what  could  beat  a 
graduation  for  climax? 

The  name  of  our  yearbook,  PROSCENIUM,  is  equally  symbolic.  The  pro¬ 
scenium  is  the  arch  that  surrounds  the  stage;  it  is  through  this  proscenium  that 
the  play  is  viewed.  So  it  is  that  you,  the  reader,  will  see  the  events  of  the 
1959-1960  school  year  through  our  yearbook,  PROSCENIUM. 

The  production  of  this  yearbook  was  not  without  problems.  Indeed,  there 
were  times  when  morale  was  low,  as  frequently  happens  during  play  rehearsals, 
but  here  is  the  end  product  of  the  work  of  many.

Act  I 

Carrying  on  our  analogy  of  the  school  year  represented  as  a  dramatic  production,  the  back-stage  application  of 
make-up  introduces  our  year.  The  curtain  rises  on  Act  I  revealing  Goshen  Central  School,  the  H-shaped  red  building 
with  long,  green  corridors  and  many  windows.  Act  I  sees  a  student  body  of  record  size  start  the  school  year  1959-60; 
grades  seven  through  twelve  boast  663  teens,  and  by  the  end  of  the  first  hectic  day,  no  one  doubts  it.  There  is  the 
usual  confusion  of  issuing  textbooks,  paying  fines  and  scrambling  to  classes.  The  confusion  is  added  to  by  the  arrival 
of  the  1959  "Omega,”  the  first  yearbook  to  cover  a  full  year. 

Goshen  Central  starts  the  year  off  with  Mr.  Gustafson’s  assemblies  to  remind  us  of  new  car  regulations,  the  be-in- 
your-room-by-20-after  law,  lunchroom  detention,  and  the  "too-close"  couples  warning.  The  students  rant  and  storm, 
but  soon  settle  down  to  a  year  of  study.  The  season’s  initial  clothing  fad,  continental  slacks,  catches  on,  to  the  despair 
of  belt-makers  everywhere. 

Late  in  September,  of  a  Saturday  afternoon,  after  a  dull  pep  rally  or  two  during  the  week,  we  see  a  Goshen  half¬ 
back  dart  across  the  goal  line  for  the  winning  touchdown.  The  crowd  cheers.  We  have  a  strong  team  in  1959,  but  we 
all  share  a  sense  of  frustration  at  the  thought  of  losing  the  championship  to  Monroe  by  one  point.  Meanwhile,  on  the 
Erie  Street  field,  Goshen’s  soccer  team  drives  in  a  point  for  Goshen  as  the  JV  cheerleaders  urge  the  team  on. 

In  November,  the  unforfettable  senior  play,  "Antigone,"  is  presented.  This  is  a  climax  to  Goshen’s  rise  in  serious 
dramatic  productions,  and  everyone  still  agrees  that  it  was  one  of  Goshen's  best. 

Screams  of  "Rah,  Rah,  Goshen!"  are  heard  late  in  the  afternoon  throughout  the  halls  as  the  cheerleaders  move  in¬ 
side  to  practice  for  the  coming  basketball  season.  Yearbook  staff  meetings  try  not  to  listen.  Seniors  begin  to  fret  over 
College  Boards,  scholarship  exams,  college  acceptance  letters.  They  defend  their  side  of  the  white  cap  and  gown  issue. 
Enrollment  continues  to  skyrocket  and  reaches  680  by  December. 

Meanwhile,  back  in  the  class  room,  the  academic  life  of  Goshen  Central  continues.

Goshen  had  a  highly  successful  year  in  1959  with  a  5-1  record,  all  in 
league  games.  The  Countyseaters  finished  second  to  Monroe -Woodbury 
in  league  standings. 

The  Red  and  Blue  opened  its  season  at  home  against  Monroe  on  a 
beautiful  Saturday  afternoon,  September  19.  This  game  was  to  decide 
the  league  title  on  the  very  first  day  of  the  season  although  no  one  guessed 
it  at  the  time.  The  contest  was  close  all  the  way.  With  but  five  seconds 
to  go,  Goshen  trailed  26-19.  Then  Jim  Walker  completed  his  third  touch¬ 
down  pass  of  the  day  as  Roger  DeWitt  got  behind  the  Crusader  defense  and 
dashed  58  yards  to  score.  Now  the  score  was  26-25.  Ot  Perkins  ran  right 
end  for  the  extra  point,  but  several  Monroe  lineman  filtered  through  the 
left  side  to  nail  Otto  a  foot  short  of  a  tie. 

Goshen  traveled  to  West  Point  on  the  26th  of  September  to  play  High¬ 
land  Falls  and  came  through  with  a  28-7  victory.  DeWitt  scored  twice 
while  Goshen's  two -platoon  system  wore  down  the  Raiders  in  the  second 
half. 

The  following  Saturday  Goshen  defeated  Pine  Bush,  a  spirited  but  out¬ 
classed  opponent,  26-7.  Bill  Shafer  scored  twice  on  runs  of  45  and  41 
yards,  while  Herm  Memmelaar  stood  out  on  defense. 

On  October  10,  at  soggy  Bradley  Field,  Goshen  whipped  Montgomery 
Township  14-0.  Both  touchdowns  were  scored  on  Walker  passes,  while  the 
defensive  play  was  again  outstanding. 

For  the  first  time  in  four  weeks,  the  Countyseaters  played  at  home  on 
October  17  crushing  Cornwall  41-0.  The  world’s  smallest  fullback,  Carl 
Wisher,  tallied  twice  to  lead  a  potent  offensive  display. 

A  scheduled  non-league  game  at  Wallkill  for  the  24th  of  October  was 
rained  out,  and  an  attempt  to  play  Liberty  the  following  Tuesday  was  also 
weathered  out.  Thus  came  Goshen  to  its  last  game  of  the  year,  with  War¬ 
wick,  and  with  only  five  games  under  its  belt. 

Saturday,  October  31,  was  also  a  rainy  day,  but  this  time  the  rain 
didn't  hurt  Goshen.  The  Red  and  Blue  showed  that  the  two-week  lay-off 
had  caused  no  rustiness  by  scoring  four  touchdowns  in  the  first  half  and 
whipping  our  arch  rivals,  Warwick,  24-12.  Although  Warwick  scored  two 
touchdowns  in  the  second  half  and  almost  got  a  third,  Goshen  held  on  and 
only  penalties  at  crucial  moments  held  the  Countyseaters  from  further 
scoring.  Otto  Perkins  ran  for  196  yards  and  two  touchdowns  that  afternoon, 
while  Jim  Walker  completed  TD  passes  to  Glenn  Miller  and  Roger,  the 
Lodger,  DeWitt. 

Thus  Goshen  won  the  Little  Three  title  and  missed  out  on  a  tie  for 
the  county  championship  by  only  one  foot.  All  in  all,  it  was  a  successful 
year  and,  although  most  of  the  line  will  be  gone,  Coaches  Young  and  Dunn 
can  look  forward  to  the  return  of  some  very  impressive  backs  next  year.

The  show  got  on  the  road  early  in  Act  I  when  the  F.  T.  A.  presented  a  brace 
of  one-acts.  The  first  was  a  Chinese  satire,  "The  Romance  of  the  Willow  Pattern";

Goshen  Central  struggled  through  another  tough  season  in  1959-60,  winning  only  four  of  its  fifteen  games.  The 
team  played  better  ball,  however,  than  the  record  indicates. 

The  Countyseaters  opened  the  season  on  a  successful  note,  rallying  to  beat  Washingtonville  in  a  non-league  encoun¬ 
ter,  49-46.  Steve  Chertock  and  Mike  Kurdyla  scored  12  and  10  points  respectively  in  this  contest. 

The  Red  and  Blue  had  a  difficult  time,  however,  picking  up  their  second  win.  Goshen  lost  to  Warwick,  40-35,  with 
Art  Whitney's  12  points  high  for  Goshen.  Next  came  a  heart-breaking  39-37  loss  to  Highland  Falls.  Goshen,  led  by  Whit¬ 
ney  s  10  markers,  came  from  a  big  defeat  to  almost  pull  out  the  game  against  the  Red  Raiders,  who  were  league-leaders 
at  the  time.  But  victory  just  wasn't  in  the  cards. 

The  following  week  Goshen  played  twice,  losing  to  Pine  Bush,  66-41  (big  John  Miletich  dropped  in  16  points)  and 
defeating  Cornwall  in  an  overtime  game,  46-43.  Whitney's  21  led  the  way  to  the  Countyseaters'  first  home  and  first 
league  victory  of  the  season. 

Goshen  next  traveled  to  Montgomery  where  Valley  Central  edged  the  Red  and  Blue,  56-51,  despite  another  strong 
performance  by  Whitney.  Goshen  concluded  its  1959  games  with  a  65-58  loss  at  home  to  Monroe -Woodbury.  Herm 
Memmelaar  contributed  15  points  and  Jim  Walker  14  to  our  cause. 

The  1960  part  of  the  schedule  opened  on  a  bright  note  as  Goshen  whipped  Tuxedo  in  a  non-leaguer,  55-39.  Mem¬ 
melaar  again  led  the  way  with  18  points.  Goshen  again  lost  to  Warwick,  however,  this  time  succumbing  by  a  64-58 
score.  Walker  with  18  and  Miletich  with  17  led  Goshen's  scoring.  In  their  next  game,  the  Red  and  Blue  again  came 
close  to  upsetting  Highland  Falls  as  we  were  trailing  by  only  36-33  at  the  end  of  the  third  period.  Highland  Falls  plopped 
in  12  straight  points  at  the  start  of  the  fourth  quarter,  however,  and  went  on  to  a  61-48  triumph. 
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January  22  was  the  big  night  for  the  County- 
seaters  as  they  upset  the  then  league -leading  Pine 
Bush  squad,  66-58.  Trailing  at  one  time  by  30-17, 
the  Red  and  Blue  played  excellent  team  ball  to  run 
away  from  the  visitors  during  the  last  few  minutes 
of  the  contest.  Walker  and  Miletich  led  the  scoring, 
and  Rich  Slesinski  also  came  through  with  some  fine 
ball  handling. 

Goshen  played  at  Cornwall  the  following  Friday 
and  lost  the  battle  to  escape  the  cellar,  60-46. 

Goshen  played  this  game  without  the  services  of 
Memmelaar  who  was  sidelined  with  a  leg  injury. 
Walker  also  injured  an  ankle  during  this  game  and 
both  were  unable  to  play  the  following  week  when 
Goshen  blew  a  big  lead  in  its  last  home  game  to 
Valley  Central,  66-61.  Whitney  scored  20  at  Corn¬ 
wall  and  added  14  against  Valley  Central  while  Cher- 
tock  and  Miletich  scored  19  and  18  respectively 
against  the  latter  opponent. 

Goshen  climaxed  its  season  by  playing  successive 
games  with  Chester  (Section  B  Champs)  and  Monroe  - 
Woodbury  (Section  A  Champs  and  winners  of  the  Sec¬ 
tion  A  tournament).  Coach  Osgood,  looking  forward 
to  next  year,  played  several  jayvees  extensively  in 
both  contests,  neither  of  which  was  close.  Chester 
romped  to  a  66-49  win  (Walker  put  in  13  for  us)  and 
Monroe -Woodbury  overran  Goshen,  60-30. 

Goshen  seemed  to  be  handicapped  in  the  1959-60 
season  by  the  inconsistency  of  its  top  players.  As  for 
next  year,  Coach  Osgood  loses  Whitney,  Kurdyla, 
Chertock.  Slesinski,  McGinnis,  and  Lattimer.  The 
varsity  returnees  number  only  three:  Walker,  Mem¬ 
melaar  and  Miletich.  Up  from  the  jayvees  will  be 
Roger  Lattimer  and  Frank  (Cookie)  VanZandt.  Much 
will  depend  on  the  development  of  these  two,  as  the 
bench  is  expected  to  be  on  the  weak  side.

President  was  John  King;  vice  president,  Richard  Slesinski;  secretary,  Frank  Foremny;  treasurer,  Frank  Sloat;  reporter,  Ken 
Kolk;  sentinel,  Herbert  Dolson;  committeeman,  Jack  VanHouten. 

Fund  raising  activities  included  a  Christmas  card  sale,  screw  driver  sale,  and  soil  testing  services  for  over  100  farm¬ 
ers  in  the  Goshen  Central  School  area. 

Activities  included  observance  of  F.F.  A.  Week  February  20-27  with  pictures  and  write-ups  in  the  paper  and  displays 
at  school  and  downtown.  There  was  also  participation  in  the  county  programs  including  the  county  tractor  program.  There 
was  a  party  at  Christmas  time  with  the  F.H.  A.  All  F.F.  A.  members  went  on  a  field  trip  to  the  Clarence  Ford  farm  at 
Westtown,  N.  Y. ,  May  20  to  take  in  the  "Hay  Day"  at  which  all  kinds  of  haying  equipment  were  in  operation  or  on  display.

The  juniors  take  their  trek  down  to  New  York  City  with  Mr.  Johnson  to  see  plays.  Next  comes  their  college  boards. 
The  month  of  May  is  acceptance  month  for  most  of  the  college -bound  seniors,  and  again,  grades  slack  off.  The  end  of 
the  year  is  in  sight  as  each  morning  homerooms  fill  out  ballots  for  prom  king  and  queen,  winners  of  sportsmanship  trophies, 
and  Witt-Love  Awards.  The  faculty  once  again  peddles  review  books  and  serious  grinding  begins  in  the  shadow  of  Regents 
Week.  With  two  weeks  to  go,  the  seniors  are  honored  with  invitations  to  the  beautiful  junior  prom,  Aloha,  after  which 
they  stay  out  till  all  hours. 

The  last  days  tick  off  .  .  .  three,  two,  one.  Moving-Up  Day  is  the  final  day  of  high  school  for  96  seniors  -  jubilant 
in  bermudas  in  the  morning  and  somber  in  the  afternoon  at  the  Award  Day  ceremonies.  Regents  Week  is  rough,  but  most 
survive  to  attend  the  Senior  Banquet  at  Sha-Wan-Ga  Lodge,  June  24.

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Goshen  Central  had  a  highly  successful  baseball  season  this  year,  winning  ten 
and  losing  only  three.  All  three  losses  were  in  non-league  games  as  Goshen  split 
with  Monroe,  lost  twice  to  Highland  Falls,  and  beat  Florida  twice  in  non-league 
games. 

Goshen  opened  its  league  season  at  home  on  April  27,  edging  Valley  Central
